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have fallen upon them. We had alfo at Leedes a much 
greater Storm the night preceding the Faft, and a ftronger 
Wind that day, than when the fatal Storm was in the 
South, but a good Providence timed this well, to quicken 
cur too cold Devotions. 


VlII. An Account of a (Book^ viz, 

Euclidis qu.e fuperfunt omnia Gr. Lat. ex recenjt - 
one 'Davidis Gregory y M. D. AjlronomU Tr of effo¬ 
rts Sayilianf S. $. Oxon. 1705. Folio. 

E Univerfity of Oxford intending to publifh all 
5 the Greek, Mathematicians, have begun with Euclid, 
as the ftandard Writer of the Elements of Geometry and 
Arithmetick. In this Edition is publilhed whatever has 
been believed to be Euclid's by any confidcrable Mathe¬ 
matician. But many things having been attributed to 
Euclid that are not his (as in after ages it happened to men 
of fo eftabliihed fame as he has been for above 2000 
years) Dr Gregory in the Preface, after * fliort luminary 
of Euclid’s Life (as far as can be gathered from the Wri¬ 
tings of the Antjents, who were alhamed to fet down par¬ 
ticulars of him, who was fo much and univerfally known) 
gives not only a defcription of every particular Book, but 
alfo his opinion whether it be truly Euclid’s or not, with 
his Reafons. 

Firft of all are the Elements, which make two thirds of 
the whole Volume. The firft thirteen Books are certain* 
!y Euclid’s. The fourteenth and fifteenth are by moft 
thought to be Hyp/idet s of Alexandria. There are no 
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Scholia, no Explications added to the Elements (being 
thought needlefs to a Book of Elements, written with fo 
much Judgment as this is) nor any Notes, except in fome 
very few places, where there are various Readings that 
are material, or where the Text is manifeflly corrupted. 

Next come the Data, which are undoubtedly Euclid's , 
yea, more undoubtedly than the Elements themfelves. 
For many havefaid that Theon did quite change the Ele¬ 
ments, and fopply their demonftrations, but never any 
body queftioned whether the Data are Euclids. Dr Gre¬ 
gory in the Preface compares this Book with Pappus's de¬ 
scription of it, reftores fome places in it that have been 
corrupted, and (hews the ufe that the Antients made of 
thefe Data, 

The two Mufical Trafts follow, which ,the Editor thinks 
are not both Euclid's, it may be neither, as is fully fet 
forth in the Preface. 

Next are Euclids Phenomena , which were never be¬ 
fore publifhed in Greek.. This Book is not doubted to be 
Euclid's , it agreeing with Pappus's defcription of it. Dr 
Gregory has reftored its own original figures, which Jofe- 
phus Aurta , in his Trinflation, had changed for others far 
lefs convenient and intelligible. 

After this comes the Optickj and Catoptricks , which, if 
not fpurious (Tor Proclus indeed mentions Books of Euclid 
concerning thefe fubje&s) are very much corrupted, as in 
the Preface is folly (hewn. To thefe are added the Notes 
of the Noble and Learned Sit Henry Savrle , Founder of 
the two Mathematical Chairs in the Univerfity of Oxford, 
which he wrote on the Margin of his own Book, and which 
(hew that he was as great a Matter in Mathematicks as he 
was a Patron of them. 

Next in order is the Book de Divifiombvs. This cor * 
rnonly goes under the name Macho metes Bagdedinu* 
But becaufe there is no other Book extant of Euclid's wit h 
this Title, altho it is clear from Proclus that he wrote foch 
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a one 5 and betaufe Mr John Dee, who tranflated it, thinks 
that this is Euclid's, it was thought proper to publhli it 
here. To this alfo are joyned foaie Notes of Sir Henry 
Savil, which exceedingly clear the matter. 

Laftiy, there is a Fragment de Levi & Ponderofo, pub- 
li fil’d by Hervagius in Latin, and by Tatraglia in Italian , 
which commonly paflesfor Euclid's. Theft two laft are 
not to be found in Gree 4 they being loft if ever they 
were in that language. 

There are feveral other of Euclid’s Works, mentioned 
by Pappus and Proclus, that are quite loft. Theft: Dr 
Gregory deferibes at length in the Preface, to which we 
remit thofe that are curious. 
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
